I was in hopes by this time, to have 
Congratulated the Tradefinen on the Paf- 
fing a Law, for fettling an Equality of 
Juftice between the Debtor and Creditor, 
an Undifputed Bound to the Diftreffes of 
the Miferable, and 4 Wallof Brafs, to Re- 
ftrain the Lufts of Rage, Paffion, and Re- 
venge, in Exafperated Creditors—And I 


_ had purpofed, by way of Advice to the Gen- 


tlemen that fhould have Reap’d the imme- 
diate Benefit of this Bill, to have fhown 
a. Naked indifputable onefty, and let the 
Naticn fee, how well they Merited the 
Compaffions of the State, and how juftit was 
thatfuch Men-as they fhould be Encourag’d ; 
1 defign’d to have Exhorted them, to have 
thrown back the 54. per Cent, to their 
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om? Fate, fo well as their Merit, are Cone 


Creditors, have trufted Providence for fu- 
ture Endeavours, and have fhown the 
Good Fruits of fuch a Law, by Paying 
the Remainder of their Debts, if ever 
God fhould Enstle them, to the Honour of 
National Mercy, and the Credit of Pro 
teftant Honefty, which at thw time runs ve- 
ylow 

I am Sorry, Gentlemen, I muft fay, that 
as this Law has the Misfsrtuae tube now al 
ter’d, for I cannot callit Amended; no Ho- 
neft Debtor can be the becterfor it, any 
~~ gyore than ke can without ics chat the whole 
Benefit of ic is taken away fromthe Bank- 
rupt, or left fo precarious, that it can be 
no Encouragement to any Man to be Ho- 
neft ; nor can I fe how it is advifeable to 
lay hold of it. 

I hope this fhail not be taken as a Re- 
flection upon the Houfe of Lords 31 am 
not Difcourfing of the Reafons their Lu;d- 
fhips had for taking away, what I cail the 
Merciful part of it, but with al poffisle 
Submiffiot, detire the Liberty of Explain- 
ing and proving what! fay. 

The firit Amendmeut, relating to what 
- Tam upon, is, as ! ain Inform’d, That no 
Bankrupt fhall have the Benefit Gc. shat. 
#, thall be Difcharg’d, tho” be bas Surren- 
der’d himfelf and Effeéts, and taken his 
Oath, unlefs the Major part of the Com- 
miffioners, fhatl Certifie to che Lord Chan- 
cellor &c. among other things, that they 
have no Reafon to doubt of the Truth of 
his Oath. ; 

I moft Humbly Appeal to their Lord- 
fhips, ‘in the Name of every Diftrefs’d 
Bankrupt, to what Condition does this 
Claufe reduce the Debtor?And asking leave 
fo far to confider a Law yet under De- 
bate, I prefume to offer, a few Remarks 
to their Lordfhips Confideration. 

1. The Bankrupts part muft be abfolute s 
he muft come in, he muft Surrender, both 
himfelf and his Effe&ts, he muft Swear to 
the Truth of it, he muft Submit to all the 
Laws already in Force; and if he fails in 
any point, be muft be Hang’d———This, 
the Learned Draper , and Stock-Jobbing- 
Broker, tho’ neither of thers pet know their

tev: with 3 this part {% well fuits the 
Tyr nnick Temp:r or Creditors , whofe:

2. When this is done, there muft be 2 
Tryal pafs upon the Debtor, not whether 


he has Sworn True or no, for that mujh 


be at the Seffions Houfe for bis Life-——— 
ut whether the Commiffioners will be- 
lieve, he does or no. 

Upon this Head, J Entreat their Lord= 
foips Pardon, to Expoftul-te a little. for 
the Miferable; were thefe Commiffioners, 
always Men of Honour, Sence, and Fuftice, 
or were they ftated Perfons appointed by 
Authority always as Judges, between Deb- 
tor and Creditor, the Debror might have 
fome Hopes of having fome Juftice here 5 
or were they oblig’d to make this Certifie 
cation at the Demand of the Debtor, or fhow 
Cavfe to the contrary, of which my Lord 
Chancellour, or Keeper, to be Judge 5 or 
were they on Refufal, to reftore to the 
Debtor his Liberty ,and Effe@s which he had 
Surrender’d, and put him in Sratu quo, if — 
they did not accept his Oath, in allof thefe 
Cafes, fomething might reafonably have 
been offer’d to perfwade Men to come 
Ne 

But while Commiffioners are made up 
of fuch Men, as the Creditors only Name, 
my Lyrd Chancellor, only by Recommene- 
dation, approving, while generally fpeak- 
ing, they have been worfe Thieves of 
the Debrors, than the Debtors havebeen 
of their Creditors, whofe Extravagance _ 
their Lordthips have very juftly reft:ain’d, 
while they are made up of Mercenaries, 
Haughty, Infulting and Mercilefs Scoun- 


drels ; and to /1y mo more of them, of fome  ~ 


of the worft of Men. Shall thefe be the 
Judges of the Men in Diftrefs! Muft the 
Innocent Families of the Debtors, lie at the 
Mercy of fuch Men as thefe! Shall not 
the Creditor bave the Debtor’s Money, — 
to Bribe them with againft him! And at 
whofe Charge, muft the Poor Debtor wait, 
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attend, and Sollicite thefe Tyrants ? At 
whofe Charge, find Councilto Plead be- 
fore my Lerd Chancellour againft them ? 
When he has Surrender’d bis all! 

Certainly their Loidfhips will confider 
the extreme Herdthip of this part of the 
Claufe 3 how is leaves the Febtor ina 
Condition fo Manifefily Ruinous to him, 
that muft certainly drive him farther from 
a Surrender, than any thing that was in 
force before. 

I confefs my felf Reftrain’d here inDaty and 
Refpe& to the Houfe of Peers,fromExlarging 
uyon this Head 3 but Juftice gives leave 
to Men to Complain, under Intollerable 


 Preffures. I leave the Bill therefore, and 


return to the Creditor, whofe Cafe J think, 
is made now inuch worfe than before. 

It is certainly the Intereft of the Cre- 
ditor, that when his Debror és faiP'd. he 
fhou’d come and throw bimfelf into the Cre- 
ditors Hands, and might be there fafe: If 
fuch a Law as this fhould pats, I would 
fain ask any Man, who will after it Submit 
to the Creditcr 3; where one Debtor run 
beyond Sea before, twenty will do it now; 
nay, they muft do it. 

Was ever Law made in England, before, 
that. fhould force Mento be Knaves ? If a 
Man muft Break, what muft be do? To 
ftay here, this is the Confequences as 
foon as he Breaks, he is Profcrib’d as a 
Criminal, has 30 to 60 Days to Surrender, 
both himfelf and all he has to his Credi- 
tors,if he fails to doit, he has nothing be- 
fore him but the Gallows, without Bene- 
fit of Clergy; if be Surrenders, he is not 
fure, but he fall be thrown in Gaol, for 
his Life bythe Commiffioners, only on Pre- 
tence, that they doubt his Oath. Intolerable 
Barbarity ! Who can fubmit toit; What 
mult the Man do? If he carries away his 
Effeéts, he isa Knave, and Cheats the Cre- 
ditors ; if he ftayshere, he is Starv’d in a 
Gaol, and muft end his Days in a Lingring 
Death. f 

Such a Severity, is not juft, and 
let the Confequences lie on the Claufe ; I 
cannot but fay, That in my poor Opi 
nion it would be ‘Uncbriftian ; and left 
Authority, which I hope will not be 


concern‘d, in paffing fuch aClaufe, fhould 
refent it 5 3 firlt ron to Explain ae 
and then willing!y futmitto enfre—_——a. 
Tt cannot be a Chriftian Liw, that forces 
Men upon Sinning , or that lays Intolerable 
Terrors in the way of their Integrity; to 
make the Debtor Defperate, and Jay no- 
thing but Death before bim, if he ftays, is 
a Jacit hiring a Ship, to carry him away 
and to leave him at the Mercy of the Com- 
miffioners, is doubly hard. Men, whofe 
Trade ts the Blood of Families, and who 
are already the Nations Nu/fanee, for the 
Multitude of Miferable Men they have 
Ruin’d, who Riot away the Debtors Eftates, 
and {pend what fhould Pay his Debts, és 
Drunkenefs and Luxury, whofe Abufes have 
already mov’d the Houfe of Lords, to lay 
the Fetters of the Law upon them, in this 
very At. 

1am perfwaded, the Honefteft Man in 
Englind, whenby Neceffity he is oblig’d 
to Break, will early fly out of the Kinge 
dom,rather than Submit upon thefe Terms3 
and I cannot find room to Call him a 
Knave neither; at leait I muft fay, he will 
appear lefs a Knave init, than he would 
before. 

I am the freer in this, becaufe I have the 
Happinefs of a Circumftance, that among 
all its Misfortunes, leaves me free of this 
Claufe, and as 1 am told, a particular Gen- 
tleman pointed at me, in defiring the time 
might be alter’d. J thank him bearti- 
ly, that thereby I am lefc free, to come 
into this A&tsor lie out ; and I affure him, 
I am one of them, that will Live under 
the Czar of Mufcovy’s more juft Domini- 
nion, rather than fubmit to the Tyranny 
of hir’d Tools, who have tos. a Day for 
Ruining Families, and muft now have it 
in their Power, to Execute the Private 
Revenge of him that can Bribe them 
higheft. 

While therefore I do‘not fpeak my Pri- 
vate Cafe, 1am the freer; and with all 
Humble Submiffion to my Superiours, fF 
Repeat it; If ever this Aé fhouid thus be 
Pafsd, No Bankrupt in bis Wits, will ever 
come in, and it may very well bear the 
Title of As A& for Banifbing gba 
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with their Eftates and Effeéts, into Fo- 
reign Parts. 

Epon the whole, 1 would be far from ad- 
vifing any Man againft doing Jultice to his 
Creditors, but as Self-Prefervation is the 
firft Law of Nature, he that finds him- 
felf under the Unhappy Neceffity of Brea- 
king, bas nothing left bim to do, but turn 
Holland, and Scotland, intoa Mint aud Fry- 
ers, Convey thither themfelves.and Effeéts, 
and from thence Capitulate with their 
Creditors, for Men will not be Hang’d for 
Debt, nor Surrender their Perfons, Liber- 
ty and Effeéts te Devils and Madmen, if 
we will have Debtors Honeft, we muft 
leave room for them to be fo, and bring 
them to aCertainty, when they are fo, elle 
all Men will think it their Duty, and a 
Debt of Nature to Efcape us ’Tis 
the Natural Confequence, the Nature of 
the thing requires it,and if this be Praétis’d 
fora Time, the very Gentlemen that now 
Quarrel at this Bill, even Modeft Mr. 
W.... himfelf will come, and be Hum- 
ble Petioners to the Houfe, to Repeal 
this Law.
